CHINA AND JAPAN. 

The Wreck of the Japanese Steamship 
Lives Lost—Less of a French Man-ef- 
War-The Chinese Rebels. 

San FRANCISCO, Sunday, March 28. 

The steamer Great Republic arrived last 
night from Hong Kong Feb. 19, Yokohama March 
4; spoke steamer Japan March 4, and signaled 
the steamer China March 17. 

The steamer Herman was wrecked Feb. 13, 
on an unknown reef outaide the harbor of Yo- 
Xkehama. Two hundred and seventy lives were 
lost, The vessel is a total loss, and nothing 
whatever was saved. Mr. Cusp, the first officer, 
and Wars, one of the crew, are among the lost. 
The Herman was under a Japanese charter, | 
and had four hundred passengers for 4 port near 
Hakodadi.

Under the natural laws of 
trade, uninfluenced by outside considera- 
tions, such as combinations among manufac- 
turers to avoid damaging rivalry, regulate 
Wages and prices, and to secure high 
tariff protection there would be . no 
such antagonism; trades-unions for the 
Protection of the Isborer would be 
unnecessary, and the 7iibune would: not be 
forced to semi-occasionally urge men to be- 
come their own employers, and to establish 
codperative stores and workshops. But, un- 
fortunately, such combinations among cap- 
italists do exist, and render like organization 
on the part of the laborers necessary to their 
protection. The capitalists have always been 
on the offensive; the laborers have organized 
in self-defence, and they are now actively’ 
taking the offensive for the first time. There 
is hardly a branch of manufacture in which 
some sort of combination, expressed or un- 
derstood, between capitalists, does not in a 
large degree regulate wages and prices, and 
we venture to say not,one in which the large, 
firmly-established houses do not endeavor to 
crush out or swallow the smaller ones. 
In the past twenty many of the most 
important manufactories of this country, 
while increasing largely in the capital in- 
Vested, the amount of products and number 
of employes have largely decreased in ac- 
tual number and the average wages paid per 
hand. This process of consolidation was un- 
usually active during the war, and the next 
census report will undoubtedly show a great 
change since 1860, and a startling one since 
1850. It will show, as the previous one did, 
that there are fewer manufacturers, and 
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there is less immediate need, and less prom- 
ise of large profite; but whatever will add to 


our resources is worth, at least, a careful ex-

The failgre of the Fifteenth Amendment in 
the Georgia Legislature is a pretext for quar- 
rel of which the advocates of extreme meas- 
ures are promptly availing themselves.

The fact is pronounced incom- 
prehensible, except on the supposition that 
the local majority is composed of dis- 
loyal elements. And since they dare show 
themselves in insolent disregard of the 
Congressional will, what more natural 
or proper than that some stern action should 
be invoked to extirpate lingering rebellion 
and so reshape the affairs of a reconstructed 
State that those who hunger and thirst after 
office and its emoluments may be satisfied ? 
Tn such a cause the end will justify even ob- 
jectionable means. 


But before undertaking to chastise the 
people of Georgia for the sins of ite Legisla- 
ture, it is desirable that the precise facts of 
the case. be correctly known. It may be 
legitimate and necessary to vindicate the 
rights of the expelled colored memibers, and 
to treat the defeat of the pending amend- 
ment as an occasion for exerting, in its full 
force, Federal suthority.

Our own Government may possibly avail 
somewhat in mediation of a liberal sort. 
If we are in worse favor with Brazil than 
hitherto, at least we are in better grace with
